Harsha Terms Rent 
Plan Preposterous

“li offers something for prac- 
tnulls everyone and will take 
tin drudgery out of home own 
oiship. As a matter of fact it 
kills die ncentive of the Amu 
lean family to improve its liv¬ 
ing accommodations by i t s 
own efiorts: it kills the incen 
tive oi home ownership: it ac¬ 
tually places an incentive on 
ooverty; it makes renters wards 
of the government; and it is a- 
bout the last step down the 
path of socialism, the Ohio 
lawmaker charged. 

*‘ln tne first place.” llarsha 
said, “Hie proposed rent subsi 
dies could go to families who 
earn as much as $11,300 a year, 
oi nearly twice the median na 
tional family income, and pro¬ 
vide the mechanism for extend¬ 
ing icnt doles to more than half 
of the families in America. It 
is refem .1 to as an experiment¬ 
al program but it makes avail¬ 
able $200 million pei vear over 
a 40 year period. <*i a potential 
of $8 billion, and that’s a whale 
of an experiment in anybody's 
language.” Harsha chided. 

THE LEGISLATOR gave the 
following analysis and examples 
of how the rent subsidy propos¬ 
al works: 

“Under section 101(d) of the 
bill the Housing Administrator 
ma.v subsidize a tenant s rent in 
an amount up to the difference 
between the fair market rental 
tor the unit and one - fourth of 
the tenant’s income. That form¬ 
ula kills the incentive of the A- 
merican family to improve its 
living accommodations by i t s 
own efforts. 

“A family with $3,000 a year 
income — $250 a month —could 
live in a $100-a-month apa r t- 
ment and pay rent of only $62.- 
50 a month (one • fourth of in¬ 
come) with the government 
providing a subsidy of $37.50 a 
month (difference between one- 
fourth of tenant's income and 
market rent for the unit). The 
disincentive of the fam i 1 y to 
improve its housing accommo¬ 
dations is readily apparent. 

“Should that $250 a month 
family’s income increase to $300 
a month, its rent pay m e n t 
would increase to $75 a month 
and the Federal subsidy would 
drop to $25 a month. And, of 
course, if the family’s income 
increased to $400 a month, it 
would pay the full market rent 
of $100 a month as one-fourth 
of family income of $400 a month 
would equal full market rent for 
the unit. In other words, the 
famJy with $250 a - month in¬ 
come has no incentive to im¬ 
prove its living accommodations 
b' increasing its earn i n g s to 
enable it to rent beter accom¬ 
modations. It can live in the 
same accommodations w i t h 
$250 • a - month income as it 
could ii it increased its income 
to $400 a month. In other 
words, an incentive is placed 
on poverty, since the Admini¬ 
stration chooses to use the fig¬ 
ure of $3,000 as being in the 
poverty classification. 

“The formula also produces 
another type of disincentive to a 
family improving its liv i n g 
accommodations by its own ef¬ 
forts. That $250 a - month-in¬ 
come family might deci d e it 
wants to live in a $200 - a-month 
apartment instead of the $100- 
a-montl unit. Under the form¬ 
ula it could do so. And under 
the otnor proposed provisions of 
this -.ection, this still would be 
true. 

“Tlii primary requireme n t 
tor a qualified tenant is that he 
be unable to obtain stand a r d 
privately owned housing at a 
renta. no more than one fourth 
of his income As tar the 
proposed law is concerned, that 
standard tious n g could be 
standarc housing suitable to the 
tenant's needs or suitable to his 
desires. The administrator could 
decide eithoi wav. The fain i 1 v 
would pav the same one - fourth 
of its income as rent or $(12 5b 
a month and the govern m e n t 
would pay an increased subsidy 
of $137.50 a month to make up 
the balance of the fai* market 
rent for the unit. Under 1 h e 
formula the way to better hous¬ 
ing is increased Federal subsi¬ 
dy rather than increased indi 
viilr effort.” 

“ANOTHER EXAMPLE would 
be - family living ir New York 
wiin a total fam*l\ annual in 
come ol srt 300. Under the 
housing law up to $2,400 is al 
lowed as exemptions, not count 
a hi# in tabulating total family 
income Wirt> the exemptions 
this leaves *ola) annual income 
of $8,900. One fourth of this is 
$2,225 a monthly Heme of about 
$185 Thiv familv could live in 
an apartment costing $300 per 
month and ’he government 
would subsidize the difference 
between $18. and $300, or $115 
per month. 

‘ ’Vhen auiibei head of a fa 
inily earning $400 a month and 
paying $100 a month rent -with 
out aii# i.ele from Uncle Sam- 


saw his neighbor, earning lar 
les> than he was able to mow 
.iitc a much oettn apartment 
with no inc‘ ase n his rent pay 
incuts, he suddenly would wake 
up ti, the possibditv ol till for 
mula. This family otherwise eli 
giblc tor rent supplements, bv 
free choice could be living in 
standard pin crowned quartirs. 
The bead of the family simply 
does not wain to allocate more 
than $100 a month of his in¬ 
come to housing. With the ba 
lane* of his income he prefers 
to enjoy other amenities ot life, 
such as a second cat or an extra 
week’s vacation 

“Rent supplements is his easy 
wav out. He would be eligible 
for subsidy in a more expensive 
apartment. He. too would move 
to the $200 i-month apartment 
He would continue to pay only 
$100 a month of his income as 
rent because the government 
would provide the other $100 a 
month necessary to cover the 
market rent for the unit. 

“This formula is a formula 
tor killing the American incen 
tive system of improving one’s 
lot by one’s own effort. This 
would be keeping up with the 
’oneses vir Federal subsidies. 

“TO OWN one’s own home, no 
matter how modest is the goal 
of the typical American family. 
The rent supplement kills the in¬ 
centive of a family to achieve 
that goal. I nder FHA under 
writing standards a family with 
$3,000-a-yeai income can afford 
to purchase a home costing 2*2 
times that amount or a $7 500 
home. The housing cost of such 
a home would approximate $60 
a month. But as noted in the 
illustration above the $3.000-a- 
year family by paying $62.50 a 
month as rent could live in a 
partially federally subsidized 
SlOO-a-month rentai unit. 

“The cost of such a dwelling 
unit would approximate $12.5°0. 
Ur. as above noted that same 
family could also live in a $200 
a-month rental unit and pay only 
$62.50 of its income a month as 
rent with the balance of $137.50 
paid by the government under 
the rent supplement formula. 
The cost ot the $200-a-month 
rental unit would approximate 
$25,000. Whv would a family 
strive to own a $7,500 home 
when for approximately the 
same monthly outlay for hous¬ 
ing it could rent $12,500 or $25.- 
000 cost d.veiling unit? Not a 
lone would the rent supplement 
proposal kill incentive for home- 
ownership. it also would be a 
powerful incentive for a family 
to discontinue homeownership 
and become a renter on the fed 
eral dole. 

“That runs counter to the A- i 
merican way of life.” Congress¬ 
man Harsha concluded.
